IVr»-iit stories, ifcc., lirc. Well, suppose 
llii-y do, that is no argument against 
ihi- Kibhj itself, for it is a maxim ro- 
rii;,'iii/.('d by all theorists that because 
any one principle will not explain all 
iliiiif^s is no just argument against the 
wlioh' of that principle, but only against 
it in 80 far as the unexplained portion 
is uoncerned; and the inability to ap- 
ply (/( toto may be owing to our do- 
t'fi;t,ive knowledge at the present time. 
.Just so with rcferonco to the portions 
of the Bible whicli your correspondent 
s!'h'<ns; and portions which he selects 
without giving the context. It is a 
very unfair way of criticising anything 
t.o simply take lialf-a-dozcn words and 
then giving judgment on them without 
ui er looke at the passages that pre- 
cede them, which, in this case, is the 
niucius opmindL 

An attack is next made on the au- 
thenticity of the Bible. "Surely thin 
young man has singularly inisajiplied 
liis time or ho would know more of the 
history of the Bible and by whom and 
where it was coiiipllcd."

minster. This is the way "Spiritualist 
and Deist" would act under similar 
circumstances. "Now these boys have 
killed a poor government agent in cold 
blood whoso only oHenso was an at- 
tempt to arrest them for misdeeds; 
they afterwards killed another poor 
man on a most trivial pretense and 
threatened to murder and burn out

Very good, very good; but suppose our 
enlightened brother's father or brother 
had been the victim 1 Oh ! That's an- 
other thing. Tlie Bible would bo call- 
ed as testimony of the justice of "blood 
for blood:" Deut. vii, 2, was intended 
for tiio Israelites and not quite proper 
under the circumstances.

The Depopulation of Ireland. 

Taking Kilconnell as a central [luiuL 
you may drive for four or five miles 
any way you please and you will not 
see an acre of cultivated ground. Grass 

everywhere, but scarcely a house. You 
pass lield after lield, growing rank 
with rushes, producing giMss of a not 
very nutritious quality, KU])[iorliiig !-;o 
many head of cattle to thoacri?. Thirty 
years ago and all this district, desolatr 
looking now as a Hungarian jmssta, 
was studded with tho small homes of 
the Irish tenant fanner, who cultivat- 
eil his land in grain .'iiid riiix crojis, and 
before the repeal of the corn laws 
was enabled to support himself and his 
family in coniparativu comfort. Then 
tho ))rice of grain fell and that of cat- 
tle went up. Th.^ landlords then il(>- 
sired to reap (!,•• beiielit of the lU'V.- 
state of things. 'I'lu-y (•vict''d tho old 
tenants luul k't tli.' I limI to i,'rass farm- 
ers. Lord Claiicarty might have done 
the same thing as his neighbors, but he 
followed a more humane course. O'Con- 
nell had sacrificed tho forty shilling 
freeholders when ho gaiiicci Catholic 
emaiici[)ation, and tho siiiall ti'iiant 
farmer, dejiriveil of his vote ami being 
of not the slightest iiersonal value in 
the district, was evicted from the land 
and- driven to the jioorer districts on 
the western coast, where evor since he 
has lived a miserable e.xisteiici', com 
pellctl lo wrest a .si;aiity living from 
unwilling niouutaiii liiiles and bogs un- 
fitted for a iiumaii Imliitalion. 
Where, thirty years ago, on a thousand 
acres ten families (or some fifty jicoplti) 
gained a livelihood and paid a fair rent 
to the landlord, not a single hordor (!x- 
h'jts in his scpialid hut talking care of 
the cattle of tho grass fiiruiiT. 'I^ruo, 
grass farms |iay and landlords must 
live, but the fact remains that imiueiisc 
districts of the best parts of Trelaiul 
have been cleared of tlui oriiriual peas- 
ant farmers in order to make I'ooui foi 
bullocks and a few henlsmeii. The 
sad truth dawns upon you as you drive 
along these deserts of grass lands that 
a great crying wrong lias been done to 
a once fairly j)ros]ierous people. Thoy 
were driven from their homes without 
coinponsatioii, with nothing but the 
clothes on their back, driven from 
tile rich lands of the district 
without pity and without hope, 
in order that thu laiuUord might 
get increased rent.s from his land in the 
quickest fashion. Why did not Lord 
Clancarty adopt the same method of 
procedure? Perhajis first, because he 
was rich and diti not feel iuclineil to 
incr(.'aso his rent roll. lUil, whatever 
the reason, it is a fact that Ik? left bis 
tenants uiidisluibi'd, and ga\i; his jico- 
|)le the opjiortuiiity, by urging them to 
put part of their farms in gra.ss, to 
gain a better livelihood than before. 
Tho same thing iiULdit havi- been done 
by other landlords, and the distric! 
would now, instead of only .'ifTording 
grazing for bullocks, have sup[)orted a 
thick population of well to-ilo small 
farmera As it is, tliese grass lands are 
gradually running to wildncss, and 
furze and rushes are, in many cn.sos, 
fighting with the grasses for supremacy. 
It has licen estimated that 70,000 acres 
of land become waste every year, cry- 
ing out, as it were, for tillage and cul 
tivatioii, while tho men who once tilled 
it :\\\) starving on westeni lulls and 
bogs. No v.'ondrr, it .scciiis to mo, that 
the people havo dubbfd these landlords 
of grass farms "extei-minators, ' for 
they have succeeded in desolating the 
country and driving the people to Imis- 
ery and emigration. — //•iW( Con: iV.

iMr. Bennett moved that, in the opinion 
of this House, it is not desirable that any 
niuniber of the executive council should 
liold any oiUce of craolumont under the 

Poniinion Government. Ho thought the 
Hnii.Mc should have placed on record an 
expression of opinion on this point last ses- 
sion when it re[)ealed the Independence 
of 'Parliament Act, which was altogether 
tou stringent in its provisions, as it shut 
out many good men from the House. To 
its existence was attributable the presence 
(if only one legal gentleman in the Ifotise. 
The bill to repeal wtu riislied through t!ie 
House toshiold the .Attorney-General from 
tlie consequences of having transgressed 
its principles. He (Mr. Bennett) was 

glad to see that Act repealed; but lie had i he would vote for it 



I during the recess the greatest possible iu- 
' ju:-y inightbedone to provincial interests. 
Mr. Wilson thought the resolution 
might be improved by adopting the Pro. 
Secretary's suggestion and including in tlie 
I restriction all members of this House. In 
the present critical and unsatisfactory 
condition of the rehttions of the proviiico 
i witli the Dominion it -vvas necossary tliat 
' every member should be above suspicion. 
He did not believe a single member of 
the House was at present in the pay of 
the Dominion government j but no one 
knew what might happen. 

Hon. Mr. Walkeni said it struck him 
as a most lunniliating resolution. Tt 
showed tluit the ineiiibers could not trust 
themselves to do their duty to their con- 
stituents. Wo might just as well say a man 
should not sell groceries or law to the 
Dominion government. It was a blot 
that we were asked to cast upon ouraelves 
and ho was sorry to find his hon. friend 
tor Yale introducing a resolution of this 
kind. His lion, colleague (Mr, Ferguson) 
had given themtlienlogical rotisona; hut hu 
did not know what llu^nlugy h;id tn do 
with such subjects unless to remind nium- 
bors of the exi.stoiice of the command- 
ments "Thou ahalt not steal," and "Thou 
shalfc not bear false witness against thy 
neighbor." He was ashamed of a doc- 
trine that members could not trust them- 
selves — could not resist temptation. 
Fancy a shopboy going to his master and 
asking him to lock his till as he (the shop- 
boy) could not bo trusted. Manitoba 
had repealed their Independence of Par- 
liament Bill last session, because they 
would not be told they could not bo 
trusted. "Lock the till or we'll take yoi r 
gold ! Lock mo up <ir I'll betray you ! ! " 
Thus, hy[iothotic;dly, said the member 
for Victoria. 

Mr. Wilson — I said nothing of the kind 
neither hypotlieticatly nor iiractically ; and 
I cannot see what the highfalutin lan- 
guage of the .attorney-geiier.il litis to do 
with the motion. 

Hon. Mr. \\';ilkeiii said the hon. iiieui- 
bor's Yankee tactics and spreadeagleisiii 
wore well known. 

Mr. Wilsiin .stiid he had tlealt with the 
mtitter in ;i proper spirit, and not from an 
interested point of view. Could the attor- 
ney-general sa}' as much ? 

Hon. Mr. ^Valkom saiil the senior inciii- 
ber for Yale had drawn S:i"iO,000 or .?C0,- 
000 of Macken/.ie'a money in 1870. 

Mr. Mam — That statement is entirely 
incorrect. 

Hon.Mr.Walkem — The public accounts 
show that tlie steamer Martin was in 
Dominion employ and the hon. gentleman 
csciqied liability because the contrtict.s 
were temporary and not coiitinuniis. 

Mr. Mara — Very well ; then the htw 
was not violated. 
' Hon. Mr. Walkem contondcd that bo 
I did not intend to vote against this reaolu- 
I tion ; but ho asked hon. gentlemen to re. 
I fleet what they wore about to do. It was 
j a false princiiile to introduce into this 
[ Hou.se and he wtirned hi rii. geiitleiiien to 
I reflect well before ctisting their votes. It 
I was an insult to the executive to even 
j imagine that they would ticccpt Fctleial 



Mr. Smithe Haid the attorney-generid 
I h.ad not been speaking to the resolution, 
I but to a supposititious ainendnient. Any 
j member who might vote for the rosolu- 
l ion would express his opinion tliat it was 
: not advisable for lion, moniboi's to ac- 
^ cept oniploynient from the Dominion gov- 
ernment. Ho remembered the attoriiey- 
I general speaking just as vcheineiitly on 
one side of the (]uestion a few years ago 
as he did on the otjier side to-day. i\Ir. 
McCreight introduced the Into Tndn- 
liendenco of Parliament Bill. Did lie cast 
a reflection upon himself " No ; ho was 
above suspicion. Ho remembered when 
tliai bill was before the Uoiise the tittor- 
ney-general had denounced some hon, 
gentlemen who objected to scuue of il.s 
features as an.xious to sell themselves to 
the Dominion. He referred to the repeal 
of the act last session, wliich was rushed 
through because tlioro wiLS an cxi)ress un- 
derstanding tlitit a new Bill would be in- 
troduced. 'J'he former hiw went Iim, f.-ir : 
but the new bill was opposed by tlio 
attorney-general on tlie last day of the 
session and was lost. He consideiLil it 
tlio duty of every independent member 
who did not feel himself bound to vote as 
the attorney-general told him to liold up 
his hand in favor of this motion. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem -I have instructed 
no member. They need no instructions 
to vote this down. 

Mr. Smithe — I never said that you had. 
jSIr. Williaiiia .said he would vote for 
tl'.c resolution if it, went further — if it 
would preclude any hon. member taking 
oftico under the Dominion government 
for two years after hu had left the House 



hoped to see a short substitute bill intro 
duccd. it was not advisable that every 
member of the House should be debarred 
from accepting Dominion einpluyinent,but 
bethought the duties of anexecutive-olticer 
were such as to require all the attention 
of the holders of portfolios from doing 
other work. No opinion of the House 
had been expressed except upon the penal 
clause of the late act; but under the ex- 
isting state of things with no law there 
was nothing to prevent members of the 
Executive from holding federal positions. 
Was such a state of things desirable/ 
Questions might arise, indeed, htul arisen, 
ali'octing the cordial relations of the 
Province with the Dominion, and it was 
not of advantage to the Province 
that its executive ollicers should be 
in a position to compromise its 
iiitercata by taking sides with the more 
powerful paymaster. Although there was 
no legal obstacle to an executive ollicor 
accepting service under the Dominion ho 
felt that there should be placed on record 
an expression of the House that an ex- 
ecutive oflicer should not accept such em- 
ployment. It was to the interest of the 
province that this resolution should be 
passed. He remembered that after the 
repeal of the act last session another In 
(leiieiideiice of Parliiunont Bill was intro- 
duced; but it was hotly opposed by the 
government and went to the wall. Per- 
liaps its introduction Wiuiilltimed as it gave 
a personal colour to tlio matter. The 
good government of the counliy was se- 
riously affected by this matter and he 
asked hon. gontlomen to consider the 
(juestion seriously. 

Mr. Wilson seconded. 

Mr. Humphreys rose to sped;. 

Hon. Ml. Wiilkem begged him lo sit 
down. 

Mr. Humphreys proceeded to stiy that 
the remarks of the mover were untenable. 
If there .was an impropriety in a member 



Mr. Galbraith moved in amendment — 
That in the opinion of the House it is not 

desirable that any member of this Icgis- 
hitivo assembly shoulil hold any oilico of 
emolument under the Dominion govern- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem confessed that lie 
Inid changed his views in eight years on 
this subject, and tlnit if the original mo- 
tion had stood- leveled ;is it was at tho 
executive council — it would liavo caused 
susjiicioii to bo directed towards the gov- 
ernment. Ho asked the members of the 
opposition to point out a single instance 
of corruption against this government. 
This was the only legislative assembly 
throughout tho Dominion that was pro- 
pared to cast suspicion upon itself. On- 
ttu-ianaliiidiiassed no such resolution — they 
had too much sense of their own decency. 
Ho called on lion, gentlonion to reject 
the resolution. 

Mr. W. Brown opposed both tlio reso 
lution luid the amendment. 

Mr. Ferguson stiid we might ;ih well go 
to the other extreme and say that because 
we pass a bill to prevent men stealing 
that we suspect every mtm in 
the province of being a thief. 
(Hear.) He was sorry for the ex- 
aggerated phraseology of the attornoy- 
I geiicrtLl. Tho question was not one of 
locking ills, it was whether we should 
, pay a mtiu and allow him to work for 
someone else. Because we legislate 
tigainst dishonesty we are not necessarily 
dishonest men. 

Mr. Helgesen was opposed to both re- 
solution and amendment, because it put 
a strtught jacket on the House. 

Mr. liennott did not agree with the 
amendment, preferring the roHolutiou in- 
troduced by himself. Tho amendment 
would have the cH'oct of keeping many 
useful men out of tho House. The 
membora of this House wore not 
paid ollicers of tho province and 



of the executive acting as a scrvtuit of tho I the case could not apply to them. Ilo 



Dominion there was an equal necessity 
in a private monibor of tho House being 
debarred from the same privilege. If 
there was no law to prevent executive of- 
ficers from accepting Dominion employ- 
ment there ought Xo he ;uid there should 
be a similar resolution passed respecting 
members of the Housq. Ho throw out 
this suggestion and would support such 
an ainondment. 

Mr.: Ferguson said a measure of the 
kind was highly necessaiy.

Mr. Oallbraitli declared that there was 
no ainondment. 

Hon. Mr. Wtdkom saiil an amendment 
ilid not require a socoiutor. .\ resoliitioii 
did. 

Mr. Smithe stiid llioPreuiier was wrong. 
All aniondmoiit did rui|uiro a sucoiider. 
This amendment liad been practically 
seconded.

Mr. McGillivray moved that a resiiect- 
ful address bo presented to His Honour 
the Lioutenant-Goveriior, [iraying that ho 
will cause urgent representations to bu 
made to the Dominion fiovernnient to 
have the raihvay Iniuls thtit were convey- 
ed hy an act of this legi.slative iiasembly 
at its last session opoiied up for settle- 
iiient, as tlio lockiii4 up of these lamis is 
prejudicial to tho prosperity and develop- 
inent of tho Province, and more e.ipecitil- 
ly to those districts wherein the stiid lands 
are situated. 

The hon. mover referred to the great 
injury which resulted from the locking up 
of tho railway lands and hoped steps 
would be ttdteii to open tlieiii iniiiiodi- 
titely. • , 

l\Ir. Bennett seconded. 
Hon. Mr. Walkem said the resolution 
was a good one tind very opportune as 
iMr. Tfutch was at present at (Jttawa and 
could lay it before the Dominion Govern- 
ment at once. 

Mr. Vernon asked if there had been 
any correspondence on the subject. 

Hon. Mr, Walkem aaid the Dominion 
Government had shown groat inertness 
with regard to the lands as well as the 
rtiilway. 

Mr. Helgesen would liko to see the 
Island lands covered by tho resolution. 

Mr. Harris was loud in complaint of 
the injury that had been inllicted on the 
district of Now WcatniiiiHtcr bj' the failure 
of the Dominion to take over the lands. 
The Dominion ( loveniiiient had taken no 
steps to satisfy actual settlers. 

Mr.^ Wilson tigreod with the ror.olution 
which wtis a highly necessary one. In 
the case of any land being conveyed to 
the Dominion Government by this pro- 
vince it should be settled as rapidly as 
possilile. The Doiniiiioii Government 
litid igiioreil its rtiilutiy LiikIs liero and 
htul concinitrtiteil till its energies on Mani- 
toljti. 1 iitendiiig settlers were iiifoniiod 
on tiiiivtd tit the land oilico thtit the Itiiuls 
along the line of railwaj' were Dominion 
property tiiid cuulil not be convoyed by 
the province. Mr. Trutcli had done prac- 
tically nothing towards settling up tho 
lands. He hoped the resolution would 
bo amended so aa to include all railwtiy 
lauds in tho province. 

All amendment to tho eflect was of- 
fered. 

Mv. Ash thought that resolution should 

stand untimeiided. 

Hon. Mr. NValkein ftivored the amend- 
ment. The Dominion (jovernment had 
allowed the Island railway lands to bo 
neglected and they were now "repeating 
the dose " on the Mainland. Wo had con- 
veyed the lands upon the [iledgo that tho 
Dominion would settle them. The Isltind 
laiida had been eoiiveyed at the request 
of the DoinintDii Guvernment. 

The resolution as tuuended was pas.sed.

Ho again 
stated that according to his information 
tho papers bad been stoiqied by order of 
tho govornnieiit. 

Hon. Mr, Huniiihreys assorted that 
no ono had ordered The. Coloniat to be 
stopped. Both the inorniiig papers should 
be kept in tho House of .Asseniblj' while 
the session viiis going on. During the 
recess they were left tit the printing 
odice and tifterwards bound for the use of 
the Legislative .Vsaembly. 

Air. Smitho again stated that hu had 
every reason for believing that the papers 
had been stopped. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys atiid there itiusi 
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Hfr. Mara thought it was high time to 
pliiee the libniry in ti proper shape.

! ilig could begot that was wiililed. The 
I whole conofrn wits ti discredit to (he 
House and the government. 

Hon. Mr. Wiilkoni replied thtil the 
library was nndur the control of the 
House and not in charge of the govern- 
ment. Ho w.as sorry that he must agree 
with the lion, member for Vale with re- 
gard to the ooiulitioii of the library. Tho 
House should tippoiiit a committee to look 
after it; for il wtis nothing liko whtit it 
ought to he.

CATTLE MAIIKINO BILL. 

The report on this Hill was adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem informed tho House 
that only tibout 11' ptiges of the Munici- 
]ial Amondmeiit Bill were ready ; also, that 
the Saanich member and tho membor 
for Nanaimo wanted to get away. For 
these roasonaho thought the House should 
tuljourn till Monday. 

Mv. Smithe would ))e very willing to 
yield the point to the letidor of tho gov- 
ernment so far as tho adjouninient waa 
concerned; yet he thought it was asking 
too much. The work of the legislature 
should be ready for tho members to deal 
with. It was not fair for members to be 
shut up in Victoria with nothing to do 
liut walk about the inuddj' streets.

Death of tlie Orisrin&l Sisooveror of 
tko ITanaimo Opal Fields. 

On Sunday an aged Indian of tho Na- 
naimo Tribe, well known by his sobrifiuot 
of "Goal 'iVboe," was gathered unto his 
fathers and on Mondtiy was duly buried 
in Indian fashion. ''Coal Tyhee" was 
the first discoverer ofco.il in this district. 
About 30 years ago, being then quite a 
youth, the deceased bravo was poking 
around tho beach close to whore Wharf 
street now rims and not far from 
tho present site of Hirst's magnifi- 
cent stone warehouse, wchn he 
accidentally struck tho outcrop of a seam 
of coal. Tho discovery soon reached the 
ears of the H. B. C. otiicials_, vi'ho were 
at that time opening up the mines at Fort 
Rupert. It is history how the work was 
stopped at the north of this Island and 
commenced at the beach at Nanamo. 
The brigtintiiie Cadboro was loaded right 
from the beach, and shortly afterwards 
shafts wero sunk at ditlbreiit places within 
this city. As an acknowledgment of his 
val liable services tho Indian lad in question 
was knighted "Coal Tyhee" which being 
freely translated moans "Tho Coal Chief." 
The deceased discoverer looked every d;iy 
of 70 years of age, but some original 
pioneers iiiforin ua that he was not 
above 40 or 45 years of age, oven if that. 
We are awaro that Indians who reach 
half a century are very rare. What 
mighty changes has civilization made in 
this district, since "Coal Tyhoo" in a 
blanket perlnips, poked around tho beach 
where is now tho City of Nanaimo and 
discovered the dusky diamonds that 
have made her ftimous throughout 
tlie world. Tho primeval forest 
has given way tn mticadaniizcd roads, 
the stately buildings and the niagnilicont 
works of the collieries, while tho 
screech of the locomotivo whistle is now 
heard wliero the hungry growl of tho 
wolf and tho purring sound of tlio panth- 
er reigned supreme. M;iy tho okl man 
enjoy rich pastures and overflowing 
stretims of pure water in the happy hunt- 
ing grounds of liis kindred, and may his 
camp fire never bo extinguished. — Free 
Press. 

Homestead Bzemptions— •Interesting 
Decisions by iCr, Jnstiee Sobort- 
soa. 

Mdrein vs. Pointer et ala — The sherilV 
having seized tho goods of two of tho de- 
fendants to satisfy a judgment recovered 
in tho County Court tho defendants took 
out aummonaos in tho Supremo Court, 
applying for an order to exempt the goods 
from soizure under the Homestead Acts. 

Tho applications wore heard before Mr. 
Justice Robertson on tho 7th, and refus- 
ed, on the ground that thoy ought to have 
been made to the Court out of which the 
execution issued.
